On June 10, 1950, in the absence of the SAC, a telephone 
call was received from Kr. LEE LlfDER of the Associated Press. LINDER . 
wished to know whether GOLD might plead guilty at his removal hearing on 
Monday, June 12th. He was told that the FBI could not make a statement 
with respect to either GOLD’S Intention or the manner in which the 
prosecution would be handled. Procedures in matters of this sort wo;ild 
be up to the United States Attorney and GOID’s attorney. The hearing, 
as such, is a removal hearing. 

Later in the day a phone call was received from McCORD of 
the Bulletin. He said an AP story had come out which commented on the 
possibility of GOLD pleading guilty. The Bulletin understood that the. 
hearing on June 12th was to be a removal hearing only and had, in fact, 
discussed the matter earlier in the day with GOLD’S attorney and with the 
United States Attorney. It appeared that the comments in the AP article 
were hypothetical. The Bulletin was told this office would make no 
statement with regard to prosecutive matters. McCORD appeared quite,* 
satisfied and Indicated he did not plan to enter into a discussion his 
article regarding any possibility of GOID entering a plea on June 12th. 
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C. E'JmY GOIL 


On June 1, 1950 R'JIRY GOLD, an admitted espionage agent, 
advised Special Agents T. SCOTT MILLER and RICH..RD E. BRENNAN that he met 
THOM-'iS L. BL'iCK throiigh FRED HELLEE. GOID was laid off at Pennsylvaiia Sugar 
Company, and HELLER, knowing that BL'XK was going to change his job, wrote to 
BL\CK and requested that BL’^CE attempt to secure a position for GOLD. This 
BLICK did, and GOIO went to ‘^ersey City, met BLJiCK and took over BLiCK's 
positicoi with the Holbrook Manufacturing Company* 


On Juno 3, 1950 GOID advised the sane agents that BLiCK 
had been employed from 1933 to about 19iAU by the National Oil Products Compaiy 
of Harrison, New Jersey. GOLD stated that during this time there had been 
periods of a whole year T/ithout the two meeting. BLiCK had given GOID very 
little information regarding his ovm a ctivitics. About 1938 BL.*CK had shovm 
GOID the name of TfHIT/iKER CH.'HBEi^S in ’Time*' Magazine, and s<iid that CIL'MBERS 
know BL’iCK by the latter’s own name, and the t>vo had worked together for the - • 
Soviets. GOLD adjTiitted that ho had used BL'vCK as an alibi, expl^ning to his 
family his absences from Philadelphia in connection with hie espionage 
activities. On several occasions he oven called BLiCPI and .•lertcd BLVCK in 
case GOID's family made inquiry of BL\CK as to %7hereabouts of GOLD. GOID 
advised BLi\CK that he was using him as an alibi in ccnnccticn with Soviet 
espionage activity. GOID stated that in early 19h2 BIt'.CK did tell him that 
the Soviets were interested in obtaining information on penicillin, and that 
BLiiCK was trying to got this information. In 19U5 GOID introduced BLn.CK to the 
Charles TT. Borg Company in Philadelpliia. BIACK began part time v/ork there as 
a consultant, but continued to reside in Ncviaric. GOLD stated that BL.’f3K had a 
small laboratory on the side,' called the Spruce Chemical Compaiy. A partner of 
BUCK’S in this was JACK F-'^SS, whom GOLD described as an intellectual, but not 
involved in Soviet espionage. 
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Prior to late 19U7 or early 19h8 GOLD stated that BL'.CK 
had told him that the Soviets had a means of getting in touch rith him through 
his Nevrark apartment. .'J'tcr he moved to Philadelphia the two on one occasion 
were discussing the possibility of being recontacted by the Soviets, at which 
time BL'XK stated that the Soviets knew rdierc to contact him if they Tdshed. On 
two separate occasions BL'XK gave two ansv/ors, one of vehich v/as "I don't know" 
and the other was that the Soviets knew his address in Pl’iiladclphia* BL.CK never 
indicated to GOID any desire to get back with the Soviets, and has cautioned 
GOLD as late as 19h8 that he should forgot all about his past associations with 
the Soviets. GOID stated that he discussed rdth BL.\CK his being questioned by 
-the FBI and the Grand Jury in New York in 1917, and suggested the possibility of 
recontacting the Soviets. BLVCK advised him against this, explaining that GOK) 
should not do it as it was exactly vAiat they wonted him to do, and added that 
GOLD would probably bo followed Tfherover ho went. GOLD explained that BL..CK was 
referring to the FBI. GOID was of , the opinion that BLXK had been handled in a 
far more rough fashion by the Soviets than had GOID. He based this opinion on 
the fact that BL’vCK had told him on occasions ^at hc had been instructed by the 
Soviets to offer money to individuals for information, vdiich he did, and paid 
for information but would not bo ccMitactcd by the Soviets for long periods of 
time, and then by a different contact, who knew nothi-ng of the financial arrange- 
ment. GOLD stated that BLACK lost money on several occasions in this manner. 

GOID stated that BL.XK did not pick up his COMMIWIST PJUITI 
activities after brcalcing with the Soviets in v/hat GOID believes to be 19Ui« He 
stated that BLXK's activity among the Trotskyitos was for the purpose of in- 
filtrating fof’ the benefit of the Soviets. He believed that BkXK had one 
Russian contact prior to PAUL, and that this prior Russian contact was with 
/untorg. It was GOID's understanding that BLXK knew this .'untorg employee by 
his real name. GOLD said that BL/XK' once told him that ho had an appointment 
to meet a Soviet contact in Nev; York, and the contact did not shovf up. In place 
of the expected contact, BLXK told GOLD that a Russian vroman substituted for 
BLXK's regular contact. It was BL/XK's understanding that t’lis wesnan was 
probably somewhat mature and probably a full-fledged operator. BLACK believed 
that this was around 19U0, BLACK had told GOID that he had marie a trip to 
- Pittsburgh for the Soviets around 19U0, but that* it had been fruitless as he 
did not meet the person v/hom he vras sent to meet, and BLXK simply ended up 
spending a lot of money. ' GOID was of the opinion that BLACK was attempting to 
obtain infomation on hiologicals for the Soviets during his activities in the 
19U0's, BLXK told GOLD that on the instructions of his Soviet superior he had 
marie a trip to the University of Pennsylvcnia Medical School, but the contact 
had no information of BLXK's purpose of the trip, and evidently had not been 
approached at all by anyone. GOID placed this trip as being around 19lrl or 19h2» 
GOID stated that several times during his association vath BLACK, BLACK had 
indicated a desire to brcal< with the Soviets. Such indications commenced when 
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BLACK was working on Trotskyite infiltration, and continued on up until his- 
break with them# On one occasion in the 19UO's GOID and BL.CK exchanged notes 
and descriptions on their respective Soviet contacts, and both cano to the 
conclusion that they were seeing the same Russian. COIL gave DL'XK the name 
of his Russian contact, it being SUI, but ELiCK s^dd that that was not the name 
the contact used with him. GOLD believed that in the latter part of 19U0 
BLwCK had made a trip to New Castle, DolaT.'are, in order to obtain information. 
GOU) believed that nearly all contacts BL.CK had with the Soviets occurred in 
New York City. According to GOLD, BLVCK had told him that in X9hh he had 
ifliade two trips to Chicago on behalf of the Soviets. COIL stated that indien he 
would become low in funds ho would frequently borroiT money from BL'.CK due to his 
traveling on behalf of the Soviet Union, It was a comparatively easy thing 
for GOLD to borrow the money from BL'.CK since BLXK never desired any explanation 
of wily COIL v^onted the money, and further that GOLD knew that BLiCK was avrare 
of the reason why GOLD wanted the money. 

FERDIUM® B. HELtSR on June 21, 1950 advised Special 
Agents ROBEIir E. ILXTERS and JACK b'AILii'J'I that RJIRY COIL'S nano was first 
mentioned in connection with furnishing information to Soviet representatives 
at the meeting between BL.CK, OVAKHHAN, and HELLBI that was held at I^on^s 
Restaurant, 239 Vfest li8th Street, New York, on October 21, 19314. pLLER ’ 
mentioned GOlL's name as an individual interested in going to Russia, and as -• 
having knoivledge of the distillation of alcohol. HELL31 stated that ho thought 
that it was BLXK who hai gotten in touch I'dth GOLD, who v.-as at that time in 
Philadelphia. 

BLICK on June 28, 1950 advised that GOLD'S name was 
brought up in conversation between HELLER, OV.'JCUn.iN and 13L.\CK. Just after 
this BL'.CK vras taJeen over by his So'/iot contact, PAUL PETERSEN, (kio of the 
first things tliat BL'.CK discussed with PETSnSSH was the arranging of a meeting 
with RJUIY GOLD. PETERSEN requested BL.CK to sulnit a bio 9 :raphical sketch on 
E'iRRY COIL. This BIACK did, whereupon PETEjISEM wanted to meet GOLD. It was 
ELXK's recollection that HELIER caano to Piiiladclphia and made arrangements with 
GOLD to come to BL’.CK *s apartment, GOLD came to EL’lCK'b ap.-rrtraent, whereupon 
BLICK took him to a pre-arranged ineotii^ v/ith PETEIxSEN. BL'.CK 's recollection 
was that the meeting may have boon at Gaffanti's Restaurant near the 
Pennsylvania Station in New York City, in view of the fact that PETERSEN and 
BL'.CK had raet there on a number of occasions. BL’.CK stated that he introduced 
his contact, PAUL PETERSEN to GOLD. BLXK stated that he nay only have intro- 
duced him as PAUL. BL'.CK never knew any P.’JN. SIGTH, whom GOLD has advised 
previously was his contact. BL'.CK stated that GOLD Itno'/ that HSLLEP. and BLJ3K 
had originally contacted .'jiitorg mth the idea of going to Russia, and it was 
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BLOCK'S opinion that GOLD felt insecure in his job and thought ho Tfould like to 
go to Russia to work* BLYCK could hot state whether the motive behind K'^nRY 
GOLD was the idea of possibly going to Russia or the idea of passing information 
of a technical nature in the future. BL.CK stated that it was his opinion that 
ho and EiRRY GOLD yroro continuing to be handled by the sane Soviet superior for 
several years in view of the fact that at one tine BL\CK indicated to GOLD that 
he would like to have a certain sot of books, and that he subsequently received 
those books as a present from PAUL PETERSEN, 

* 

One of the first things that PETERSEN instructed GOLD 
and BLiCK was that they were to cease their friendship. However, BL\CK stated 
that he and GOLD continued to' see each other, and H.'JdlY GOID generally 

came to BL.CK's apartment* However, these visits were rather infrequent. 

On January 21, 1950 BL/XK advised that he had been 
injured on March 10, 1938. T/hilo he was in the hospital he realised thst 
there were no means for the Soviets to got in contact v/ith him. He understood 
from friends of his that strangers had inqtiirod of then as to his whereabouts. 
BL'iCK assumed that it vras the Soviet .’.gents that wore inquiring. BL.CK stated 
that he felt Hi'dUflY GOLD was the only moans by ivhich ho could contact the Soviet 
Agents directly, and it would be through HJJRY GOID that lie could infoim them 
of his whereabouts, and the fact that ho had been injured in an explosion, and-, 
would consequently be of no use to them for a period of ti-ine. BL'.CK called 
GOLD on the telephone from the hospital, telling him v/herc’ he asking 

GOLD to visit him, Vathin a fovr days GOID visited BL'.CK at the Vfest Hudson 
Hospital, BL'iCK asked GOID to tell his contact that he, BL'.CK, rras going to 
be incapacitated for a considerable period, and that they should make no 
attempt to see him at the hospital, BLVCK stated that GOID took this information 
to his contact and visited BL'.CK a second time prior to his release from the 
hospital. This second visit, according to BL.XK, was purely a social visit, 

BL'.CK believed that probably a one mon-th period elapsed bctv.-cen GOID's first and 
second visit, BL'.CK could not specifically recall whether Ms visit by Dr. 
SCHIV.IRTZ came prior to GOLD'S second visit, but >7as inclined to beUeve that it 
was subsequent to GOID's second visit, and approximately one month prior to his 
release. 

On Juno 3, 1950 £■ search of the homo of H.'JUIY GOID, 

6823 Kindred Street, Philadelphia, Pa., was conducted, and Special Agent 
FRED C, BIRICBY found in a rod fiber folder on the bottom shelf of a cabinet in 
the front comer of the baiscmcnt an enovclopc on which was vnritten "iVB's St\iff". 
Included herein wore five handwritten shoots containing references to THOIiX 
BL'lCK. GOID was questioned concerning those, and ho advised that those wore 
drafts of reports made by him which yiere subr.iitted to his superior. Those 
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drafts were regarding BLOCK'S condition, and wore nade for GOID's superior# 
These drafts yrore exhibited to GOLD and he identified each on the reverse 
side. The following are the drafts that t/cre found among OOID's effects i

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BLfXK advised on June 28, 19^0 that Ha\HRy GOLD had told 
him that he rras told by his Soviet s^erior to go to the University of 
Cincinnati and locate in Cincinnati, Ohio, BLICK advised that he iras unable 
to be admitted to the University of Cincinnati as he could not get credit for 
all his cowsfes taken at University of Pennsylvania and the Drexel Institute 
of Technology, but that he had been successful in securing admittance to 
Xavier University* BL'iCK stated that GOID told him that he Tfas sent there to 
contact a man 'vdio vras formerly a student at M.I.T., and Twhile there had earned 
money by tutoring Russian students in Mathonatics* However, in Cincinnati this 
individual refused flatly to have any further dealings with the Soviet l&iion. 
TOien GOID brought this to the attention of his superior they discussed methods 
of pressuring this individual by the use of terror. BLiCK stated that 
GO© did not have eno^:^h money to continue his attendance at Xavier University 
and he, BLi\CK, had loaned him small sums on various occasi ons, soino of vdiich 
were prob^ly never repaid. BLACK stated that R'JiRY GOID v/as an individual who 
needed someone in whom he could confide, and consequently would relate much 
of his experiences of being a Soviet Agent to BLlCK. BL>'lCK' stated that he him- 
self always regarded R'JlRy GO© as tvro distinct individuals, one the Soviet 
agent, and the other, the friend* BLACK stated that w'hen R'JulY GOID would 
discuss making trips on behalf of his Soviet superior he in turn would make 
a story about a trip that ho had to take for his superior. BLICK stated that, he 
had never been ir Chicago on behalf of his Soviet superiors with the exception 
of attending -the SOCIALIST TOItKERS P.'JITY plenum conference in 1910, and -that hs, 
had never made any trip on behalf of his Soviet superior to Pittsburgh. 

BLVCK stated that ho told GOID some falsehoods regarding 
his work for the Soviets and the problems that he faced# BLVCK stated on 
June 27, 1950 that he told GOID the story of vTHITVJOm CR'JJBEES thinking that 
it would satisfy GOLD were he there to check upon BLVCK. This was on the 
occasion of BLVCK *s return from the SWP plenum conference in Chicago, Kc' stated 
that he also told GO© that he was going to take time off from his job and go 
into scclxision for a rest, and was going to go to Baltimore* BLADK stated that 
the purpose of this 'was so that the Soviets vfould feel that PLVCK was going aar;ay 
and would leave him alone for some time* BLVCK maintainE that it had its 
desired effect since he spent approximately three months wit'aout being bothered 
by the Soviets* 

BLiCK stated on July 12;, 1950 that it was his understand- 
ing that E'JUJY GO© was dropped by the Soviets after ho secured employment by 
Abraham Brothman Associates, and their purpose in dropping him was the fact 
that he had taken employment with BROPHhiJJ. In September of 192;5 BROTBL'iN had 
requested R’JUIY GO© to have an analysis made of a specimen of plexiglass type 
of plastic that BROTHXVN vfss working oti. GOID in order to curry favor mth 
BROTHiAN brouglit it to Philadelphia but was \inablo to find aiyonc to make an 
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analysis of it, GOID then asked BL'JCK to take it to N^-f York and have a 
laboratory there make an analysis of it. As a favor to GOLD, BLiCK took this 
material to the laboratory of Cl’JlL TIDCKE, 366 Fifth Avenue, New York City 1, 
the analysis was performed, and BLACK paid the O2p,00 fco. He was never 
reimbursed by GOLD, BLXK stated that as far as he kntnf this was a private 
project on ^iiich BUOTHUL'lH was working, and had no relationship to Soviet 
espionage. 

In 19li5 GClDcame to BLACK'S apartment and told BLACK 
that he, GOH), had an e 3 q)ort on mixing equipment that had been furmshing 
him information and was going to give him more. GOD asked BLACK if he 
knew a stenographer familiar with technical terms vrho could talre dictation, 

BL.CK introduced GOD to JENNIE ^'^TYHUCKAi, i-^iose uncle had worked vdth BLACK 
at the National Oil Products Company, According to BLiCK, JENIilE ZiAiTtEUCKA made 
several trips to Nesw York ¥ri.th GOD, where she took dictation from BiiOTKiAN* 
BLACK did not knov; the nature of the information. 

In 19k2 GO© came to BLACK and told him that ho e^^ected 
to be drafted in the near future, COD told BL.CK that he had a valuable 
Soviet contact that he wanted BLACK to take over in the event that he, GOLD, 
were inducted into tho Army, GOD explained to BLACK that the Soviets wanted . . 
this contact to be handled by a man with a technical baclcground, BLACK stated 
that ho refused to take over this contact of GOD, 

Ajiiong the effects found in the residence of THOIIAS L, 
BLACK, 1929 N, 6 th Street, Philadelphia, Pa, by Special Agent 2L70CO A. PSTT 
on June l5, 19?0, was a letter on the stationcrj'- of Abraha::i Brothman Associates 
dated July 7, 19U8, This letter was addressed to J, A. MiJLLEil, President, 

Spruce Chemical Company, 33^7 Miller Street, Philadelphia 3kt Pennsylvania, 

This letter stated among other things "E’jmY GO© was in our employ for two 
years during which time we found him to be a diligent and li^rd worker". The 
letter v^as signed 'LA, Brothman /aid Associates", 

This letter was e^diibited to BLACK on July 12, 19^0, and 
ho advised that E'JUIY GOD was interested in kncr.'ri.ng \ 7 hethor he would get a

"In about Feb,, 1933 I was given a position with 
the Holbrook Manufacturing Company in Jersey City, N.J, I 
took the job of THOMAS L. BLACK who had resigned to accept . 

another position, 

"Shortly thereafter I attended a COMiraijIST PARTY 
meeting in Jersey City, N.J, at BLACK’S request, and with 
BLACK. BLACK attempted to get me to join the COKKiUl'flST PARTYi 
this atteiqit was in a very tentative fashion, 

"In the Spring or Summer of 1935, BUCK was employed 
as a Chemist by the National Oil Products Co,, Harrison, K.J, 

At that time I was employed by the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, 
Phila,, Penn., and had continued my association with BLACK 
out of gratitude for his getting me a job during the depression. 

At this ti/ne BLACK askod me if I could get information from the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company relative to processes, BUCK said 
that the Russians would be interested in getting the infoimation, 
BUCK explained to me that he was in contact with a Russian 
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T»ho was with Antorg, I believe, and lhat he (BIACK) had been 
giving this Russian chemical processes of the National Oil 
Products Co,, his employer. 

"BLACK G3q)lained to me that I would have a 
chance in this way to help tlie Soviet Tftiion along the road 
to industrialization. Prom the first time BLACK mentioned 
this, until the latter part of 1935, we had several' discussions 
about supplying the Russians with information. We discussed 
how -we could get material blue printed and photostated. 

’’In the latter part of 1935 I wont to Now York 
City with BLACK, where he introduced me to a man by the nanc 
of PAUL SMTTH, v*o was either a Russian ca* a Dane. VSTe met 
^ the vicinity of Penn, Station and shortly thereafter BLACK 
loft PAUL and me. PAUL and I walked down 7th Ave during 
TOich time PAUL told me that the Soviet Union was interested 
in solvents and particularly in a process involving the man- 
^acture of absolute ethyl alcohol on which Dr. GUSTAV REICH, 
chemist at Pennsylvania Sugar Company, was vrorking. 
PAUL set the time and place for our next meeting was 

about 3 weeks later. 


"The above contact with PAUL was to begin ny 
TOTking for tJie Soviets, During' ny association with PAUL which 
lasted until the early part of 1937, I furnished him v.lih 
information on chemical processes, principally those bj' the 
Franco-American Chemical Works, a subsidiary of Pennsylvania 
Sugar Co, 


"At this initial contact, PAUL told me that I 
was never to see -BLACK except on his (PAUL'S) instructions. 
However, ttoou^out the years I did sec BLACK on infreq\Knt 
occasions in violation of these instructions. During one of 
these times BUCK described his Russian contact to me and I 
am sure that it was ny Russian contact vbo I knew only ly 
the nam of "SAM, and with vdiom I was associated from about 
I with a lapse of about 7 months from the Spring 

to the Fall rtf noJ.i. ^ ^ 
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won several occasions BLACK told me that he had 
Ir'st contact with the Russians and wanted to know if I knew 
how he could get in touch with them. I was never able to tell 
him how he could do it. 

''D>.iring the period of 1937 to the Fall of 1938 
BLACK lot drop the information that he was engaged in trying 
to hunt out TROTSKY'S principal contacts in this country; this 
was on behalf of the Russians. 

"As far as I know from BLACK very infre- 
quently may have told me, his last contact vath the Russians 
was sometime in 19UU. 

"The last tine that I saw BLACK vras about six 

weeks ago*

No 
threats or promises have been raado to inc, and I have been ad- 
vised at any statement I make maj' be veed against me in a 
court of law, and that I do not have to make any statement at 
all. I have boen advised that I have the ri^t to counsel. 

"In addition to statement which I gave on June 
2, 1950, concerning THOMAS L. BIJLCK, I wish to make tho foLlwing 
additions thereto. 

"Sometime in early I 9 I 42 , the Soviet Union was 
interested in getting information on penicillin, I believe, 
and BLACK was attempting to get ihis information for the 
Soviet Itoion* It is my impression that from t d.ks I had with 
BLACK, that during the early 19U0*s BLACK, in general, was 
engaged in obtaining information on biologicals for the Soviet - 
Union. In this connection, BLACK took trips to Pittsburgh, 
Penna,, New Castle, Del., and Chicago, 111, He turned over 
the information he received on these trips to representatives 
of the Soviet Union, in Now York City. 

"On occassions it was necessary for me to borrow 
money in order to finance ny espionage activities. On occas^sion' 
I would borrow this money from BLACK, since he would not ask” 
any questions as to why I needed it. BLACK knew that I was 
engaged in Soviet espionage, I told BLACK in 19hB that I had 
been to the southvfestem part of the United States in connection 
T/ith my activities on behalf of the Soviet Union, al^d told him 
that I was having trouble getting time off to make second 
trip to the southwest, BLACK knew that tJiis was an ir^jortant 
assigniicnt that I was on, but he knevr no details whatever. 

"As I recall, it was on a Friday in February of 
this year that KLAUS FUCIE name appeared in the papers, and 
the news of his arrest in England. On the following Monday 
I met TOM, BLACK, and we went for a walk. During this walk 
I told BLACK that I was the person to itiom FUCKS gave infor- 
mation for transfer to the Soviets, 
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"BLACK and I then decided that in the future 
we would meet only at the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. 
This arrangenent was agreed upon by both of us, since there 
would be no suspicion attached to our meeting at this place* 
This arrangoraent Tfas made so that if I was picked v^, BLACK 
would not bo discovered. 

"Also, at the time that I told BUCK about 
ny connection vd,th KLAUS 1UCH3, he vrac horror-stricken, but 
he did not cjqoress any concern at being himself implicated or 
involved because of his known friendship for mo; his principal 
concern seemed to bo for ny welfare* 

"1 have read the above statement consisting

"In Fobruaiy of 1950> I saw BLA.CK shortly after 
the nevrspaper carried the story of the arrest of KUUS FUCHS 
in En^and. The story broke on a Friday and I believe that 
I sav; BLACK on the follovdng Monday in Philadelphia. BLACK 
had read the FUCHS story. I told him that I was the individual 
to Tiiiom KLAUS FUCHS gave the infoiroaticm on atomic energy here 
in the U. S. and that I had passed the information to ny 
Soviet contact. 


"I also told hijn that I had visited FUCHS* 
sister who lived hero in Cambridge, Mass., and that the F.B.I. 
wovild surely locate her and that she could probab]y identify 
me. To this, BLACK said that if I were picked up or qiestioned, 
I should deny everadhing because it would be my word against 
that of another person. I don't think that I told him the name 
of FUCHS' sister, 

"The reason BUCK was so horror-stricken when 
I told him of ray association with FUCHS was because lUCK 
knew of ny obtaining information for the Soviet Union and of 
ny past activity' for the Soviets. He also realized the gravity 
of the situationi because of the type of information I had 
transmitted to the Soviet Union. 

"I also told BLACK that FUG?IS knevir me very well 
and could positively identify me. We even discussed the possi- 
bility that FUCHS milght be broxi^t ever to the U* S, to stand 
trial and would point me out in a court of lav/. Here again 
BUCK told me that ^vhile that would bo very bad, still it was 
essentially only FUCHS 's word against mine.

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principal concern was for rjy family and I 
told BIACK vrare I apprehendedj would ho try to see thorn raid 
cheer them up. Since I knew that I had ooinpletcly concealed 
By espionage activities from my family, I knew that ny arrest 
would be a terrific blow to them. Also at the time that BUCK 
and I spoke I was emotionally very overwrought, and vras not 
thinking very clearly. 

"In addition wo speculated in great detail fl 
did most of the speculating) on the matter of who (or how) 
FUCHS might have been exposed. We came to no satisfactory 
conclusion v/hatover and BUCK thought it wiser not to continue 
to think about this phase of the matter.

"I, THCMAS L. BL\CK, make ‘tho following voluntaiy 
statement to Special Agents ROBERT W, HOIAES and YfLLLI/iM B. mTE 
JR., viio have identified themselves to me as being Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau oX Investigation, I have been advised 
that I need not mate this statoirent and tiiat arorttiing that 
I may say can be used against me in a Court of Law, This 
statement is voluntary. No force, tiireats, duress or promises 
have been made to mo, I have been advised that I am entitled 
to the right of counsel, 

«I reside at 192? N, 6tii Street, PhUadclphia 22, 

I am employed as a consultant chemist principally for the 
CHARLES W. BERG L’lBOR^TORIES, 182? N, 5th Street, Philaclelphia. 

I have known liLRRY GOLD sinco February 1?33, Wo developed 
a close friendship over a period of years, and for the past 
fovr years t/d have soon each other once every few months. It 
was customarj'- for HARRy ard I to arrange for a meeting by 
telephone and later meet at the proarrangod place* Tills was 
generally tlx* Lilrary of the Franklin Institute, or occasionally 
at the Broad Street Station, a IIoivi end Hardart automat, or 
moro rarely at his laboratoiy in tlio hospital. 

"In tho early part of Februarj^ 195o after the 
arrest of FUCHS, HARRY GOLD called mo on the telcphiAo and 
said that it was quite urgesnt that he soo mo, I tolu GOLD 
that I had some personal business to take care of in the dovjn 
to\vn section and that I would meet him in the Broad Street 
Station. From there we vralkod to 212U Spruce Street wViere I 
was to pick up a radio vhich bcQ-ongcd to me* During this 
walk H<tRRY told me that he had been Fl€H^ American contact 
and tiiat if anything should happen to him he wanted me to look 
after his father and brother. As nearly as I can recall his 
exact vxrds were "The FBI is looking for FUCK'S African con- 
tact and I am that man," He said tiiat if he TiHould be cau^t 
ho was going to take an overdose of sleeping tablets which ho 
had acquired, this being the easiest way out, I tried to 
persuade him ftxiin committing suicide, I accomplished ny 
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personal hisiness and we separated* I had no reason to dis- 
boljeve H/HUiY's statoment because I did know that ho traveled 
to Now York occasionally without any apparent business, and I 
also kneyr that he made a trip to Albuquerque, New Mexico some 
time beforo the test atomic boitib was c^qjloded in Now Mexico* 

I know this because he telephoned mo from a hotel in Albuquerque 
and asked me to telegraph him some funds* I was short of 
funds nysolf at the time and so I did not comply with this re- 
quest* I had no knowledge at the time of the nature of his 
business in Nevf Mexico, but I prcjsuracd that it was probably 
with reference to employment. The telephone call referred 
to was made In the late afternoon' or early evening to my home 
address at 17 Oxford Street, Newark, Nov; Jersey, telephone 
number Market 3-5710 (?)« . I have never previously given 
the info raiat ion of Hj'JIRY’s conplicity to anyone up until 
this tuns* I fully realize that I had certain responsibilities 
as a citizen to Inform the proper authorities of Ids stato- 
ment. The reason that I did not infoim anyone v/as that I was - 
frankly very scared at the time and I did not want to become 
involved if it could be avoided. Also, it is a very difficult 
decision to be forced to make as to trtiothor or not I should 
give any infezraation told to mo in confidence yfliich would 
jeopardize a friend of vezy long-standing. In retrospect I 
very deeply regret that I did not at that time come forward 
with the infoimatdon which would have aided in HiiRHY's 
apprehension. 

"If I can bo of any further assistance to the 
FBI in this or other matters I am willing to cooporato, 

"I have dictated this to a stenographer in the 
Philadelphia Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation."

C. CORROBOIL'.TING EVIDENCE 

On July 5, 1950, SA JAJiES E. HEUvER examined the 
newspaper files at the Philadelphia Free Library, Logan Square, Phila- 
delphia, and ascertained that the stozy of tiie arrest in England of 
Doctor KLAUS FUCHS for giving information about the atomic bomb to 
the Russians first appeared in the February 3, 19^0 issue of the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. The sane story first appeared in 
the February U, 1950 issue of the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

On May 31, 195o, UlOlL’iS L. BLICK was interviewed 
at his place of emplc^Tnent , 1827 North 5th Street, by SA HrAAiRD A. 
SEiVRL. During the course of that interview, BLACK asked Agent SE/JEL 
whether it would be advisable, in view of the then current publicity- 
regarding HARRY GOLD, for BUCK to visit OCLD's brother JOSEPH and 
father SAMUEL. 


On Jure; 27, 1950, BLACK advised the interviewing 
agents that H^'JUEY GOLD had told him of a tri.p made by GOLD to /abu- 
querque. New Mexico. According to BUCK, this trip was made at the 
time the test atom bomb was exploded. GOLD told BUCK of tnis visit 
after his return and told him that he had been sent tJiorc by his 
Russian superiors to observe the effect of the test explosion. This 
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information •was given ■to BLACK at an \mknovm date foiling the dropping 
of -the atom bomb on Hiroshima. BLACK also admits that he received 
a telephone call from HARRY GOLD while he w.as on the above mentioned 
trip. It is BLACK'S belief that the call was made from Albuquerque, 

New Mexico, It -was received by BLACK at his apartment in Newark, M.J.j 
and the purpose of the call was for GOLD to ask BLACK to send him 
some money, to finance his return to Philadelphia. BLACK maintains 
that he cannot recall having sent any money al "though GOLD, in describing 
this incident, has told SA's T. SCOTT MILIEU, JR. and RICHARD E. 

BREIR-AN that BLACK did send him C20.00. 

BL/iCi: also admits that he knew that HARRY GOLD 
was sent to Xavier University in Cincinnati by his Soviet siqjGriors 
and til at while GOLD "was there, BLACK fnom time to time loaned him 
small amounts of money to finance GOLD* 

'• BLACK also told the interviewing agents that 
when GOLD told him, in February iPiJO, that GOLD had been the contact 
man between KLAUS FUCHS and the Russians, ho also said that one " ■ 

of these contacts vdth FUCKS had been made at Cambridge, Mass., 

•where GOLD met not only FUCHS but FUCHS* S3.ster and brother-in-law. 

The en^Jloyces of the Franklin Institute Library, 

Logan Circle, were interviev/ed regarding contacts between HARRY GOLD 
and THOMiVS L. BLACK at the Franklin Institute Libraiy, and the foUewing 
statements "ivore obtained!

GOLD 
would sometimes sit in the back room and sometimes in 
the main reading room. The back room is so situated that 
we at the desk cannot see wliat transpires in that room. 

I do recall that BLACK and GOLD were in the back room at 
tines together. To the best of my recollection it was 
in the latter part of this past winter that I can recall 
seeing BLACK & GOLD hero together as it vras dark in the 
early evening.

We girls at tho desk would refer to then as "BLACK and GOLD, 
the Princeton boys in the back room"* It was last September 
(19ljp) that this nickname started. It was at this time 
that I noticed that BLACK & GOLD started going into the 
back room* 


"I recall lhat BLACK would come into the 
library early and would appear to take a position whereby 
he could sit and watch all who came into the library. Ho 
customarily requested a British patent or journal* Ho 
never ivas concerned with the material and gave the appearance 
of simply v/aiting for someone. If he asked for a certain . 
patent which we did not have, he vrould soir.ctimes juwt sit 
& wait, as if waiting for someone. When GOLD came In SLACK 
went into tiie back room, GOLD would submit his roqtiosts, 
pick thesn up and go into the back room. GOLD vrould always 
take the table beside the one used ly BLACK and not tho 
same table, I have observed BLACK and GOLD speak to each 
other upon arrival, but ■Rhon seated at nain desk of tho 
library I could not toll If BIACK or GOLD would converse 
or not. 


"This procedure was follcwcd until approximately 
three vrceks prior to GOLD'S arrest, BLACK upon. arriving 
at tho library would go immediately to tiio back room. I 
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could see that BLACK Just sat there and did nothing# When 
GOLD arrived# he made his requests and then went on to the 
backroom# I recall that the publicity of GOLD'S arrest 
was in the papers on Wednesday morning May 2]fth# 

"I recall that ^ about lOihO A.M. on. Saturday 
May 20th, Mr. GOLD called and asked for Mr* BLACK. I 
answered the telephone# I told him that Mr# BLACK was 
not in the library# He said “Have Mr. BLACK call Mr. GOID 
at" and then he gave mo a telephone number which I cannot 
recall other than the fact that the first digit was an 6# 

I went to lunch between 11*30 and 12 noon. At 10 minutes 
to 2 I realized that I had the telephone message for Mr. 
BLACK and that Mr. BIACK was then in the back room. I 
took the message right back to Mr# BLACK and recall saying 
"better late than never" as I handed him the message# Mr# 
BLACK was Just sitting there at the time and had no research 
material in flront of him# He appeared to be Just waiting# 
When I gave BLACK the message, lie smiled and got up and 
left. 


"There was no definite patt-em to GOLD & 

BLACK meeting at the libraiy. Somotiraes they would meet at short 
intervals and sometimes long intervals. 

“The last time that I saw Mr# GOLD at tlie 
Franklin Institute Library was the Thursday ni^t prior 
to his arrest.

My dear Mr. Cornelius: 

I have Just returned from an Intervlev vlth Harry Gold and 
he advised me that during the Grand Jury hearings at which he testi- 
fied in New York City, and I think a week ago today, although the 
date is not particularly material, he made certain statements idilch 
were not in accordance with the facts. The particular statements to 
which I refer have to do with money received hy him from Soviet 
sources. Mr. Gold tells me that his testimony before the Grand Jury 
was in substance to the effect he had received no money from Soviet 
sources until the occasion of his first visit to New Mexico to’ «ee 
Klaus Fuchs. He says that the facts are that for five or six years 
he had received money to recompense him for expenses incurred. Mr, 
Gold also advised me that since Wednesday last he given the de- 
tails as best he can remember them of these payments by Soviet 
agents to the members of your Bureau. 


I am not confident In my own mind that such a correction of 
his testimony given to your agents Is suificlent to cprrect the re- 
cord of the Grand Jury hearings and I am particularly anxious that 
he should not stand In the position of being charged with perjury in 
that connection. If the corrections In this matter have not been 
forwarded to the Unites States District Attorney of the proper Dis- 
trict, I would appreciate It If you would send to him the copy ®f 
this letter which Is enclosed herewith for your convenience, -~ -v

be free to go. 

I am writing to inquire whether some arrangement . . 

could not be made to permit Gold to partake in these religious 1 

ceremonies which are of the highest importance to members of : 

the Jewish faith. You have Gold promise to give information j 
to no one in the course of the services and, if this is not 
sufficient, I should think that some method of close surveillance - 
could be worked out which would forestall any possibility of a , 
leak since the services are held within the prison walls.

Union. ..fiBpIHMAN at.thls time wanted me 
to get financial assistance for him from SBMEN N* SP.NKNOV so that he, 
EROIHMAN, oould hire OSCAR J0»1 VACO and JACK MILLER. VAOC and MILLER 
were to work for HENRI QOLNTNIK or rather the Chemurgy Design Corpor- 
ation. EROlUMAN was a partner with ART NEERR and HENHI OOJUhTNNS in 
this fim. 

“SKMICNOV was oy Russian esplonags superior at this time. 

I informed him of BROTHMAK's request which he rejected rather violflntly. 

“VAOO and MIL:.Sa had been described, hi BROIRMAN, to me 
as sheers and oonvinoed Coimunlsts who oould form the nucleus of a 
later develoixaent of a BROTHUAN organisation. Ihls organisation to 
produce and design i^mloal proossses for the Soviet thilon.

On the morning of 10-19-50 Mr. FRANK I/3NG, City Editor, Evening 
Bulletin, a confidential source, advised that the case of 
HARRY GOID had come up in District Court this morning. The 
U. S. Attorney GLEESON had asked the Judge for continuance. 

Judge McGRANERY had expressed hijoself as desiring to sentence 
GOLD today and there wais some argument sdth OIEESON. As a con- 
sequence Judge McGRANERY set December ? as a final date for 
sentence. 

This Tsas subsequently confirmed by telephone by the writer with 
Mr. GLEESON. He said that he had requested a date f car sentence 
be set subsequent to January 1, 1951* The Judge had definitely 
over-ruled him and had definitely set December 7 as a date for 
sentence. 

Aqy possible continuance in the BROTHMAN case in New York is not 
likely to effect the Judge's decision here. Mr. GLEiSSON said 
'that as a matter of criminal procedure he is in accord with the 
Judge on the theory that if GOLD is going to tell the truth in 
any other trial, he will do so whettier he has been sentenced or 
not. Mr. GLEESON said that he discussed the matter just yesterday 
by telephone with Mr. ViHEARTY of the Department of Justice and 
expressed both the Judge’s and his views that there should be 
no further continuances.
